Blood 
that is formed in the body from flesh 
food is vastly more impure than that 
roduced from grains, vegetables, or 
ruits; as a matter of fact, when chyle 
is taken from the living vessels, that 
elaborated from flesh- meat will putri- 
fy in three or four days, while that 
from vegetable aliment resist such 
action for w 

We all must “eat to live;“ do not 
let any of us make the sad mistake in 
our lives that some do, and simply 
“live to eat;“ but rather let us en- 
deavor to learn what is best to in- 
clude in our eating, so that we may 
thus aid in making “life worth liv- 
ing.” To drag out a miserable exis- 
tence, with a body that has passed 
through a multitude of ailments, in 
its progress from infancy to adoles- 
ence, and then continue the battle 
sickness, for a fur- 
ther number of years, with the ever- 

resent prospect of an early and pain- 
ul death, is the too common experi- 
ence.

Suppose one could find the real 
flower, what would there be about it 
to distinguish it from one of the 
others, ile attached to the root it 
lived, it breathed it grew; warmed by 

the ＋ watered by the rain, moisten- 
ed by the dew, and fed by the soil, it 
was a living creature, a thing of 
beauty, furnishing food for the insect, 
none of which assertions would be 
true of those imitations made by 
man. Had it come to maturity it 
would likely contain seeds, having 
within them aver of life; and were 
those seeds planted in good soil, they 
would soon send their tiny roots down- 
ward and their tender green blades 
upward; and aided by sun and mois- 
ture, in time produce more flowers, 
such as that from which they sprang. 
No matter how cleverly the artist 
may have imitated the appearance of 
the real flower, or how easily we 
might have been deceived by the odor 
imparted, the power to enable the 
plant to bring forth after its kind, or 
to impart to it the principles of life 
and reproduction belongs to a Being 

ter than man. In this way can 

be detected — the 
counterfeit as pertaining to plants.

Unlike the flowers, many of the re- 
ligious systems are not imita- 
tions, as they have not the organiza- 
tion necessary to correctly represent 
the Church—the body of Christ. We 
should think it a poor representation 
of a flower if the stem and leaves were 
wanting, if the corolla was broken 
or the petals missing. The Church of 
Christ was built on the foundation of 
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a es and prophets, but in nearly 
the imitations those o are 
not to be found. In the true Church, 
were elders, bishops, priests, teachers 
and deacons; and through the ordi- 
nances of faith in Christ, repentance, 
baptism for remission of sins, and the 
laying on of hands for the gift of the 
oly Ghost, people became members 
thereof; but the varied sects claiming 
to be His Church are only deficient 
in some of the officers or ordinances, 
or both. 
Yet, though the true Church should 
be imitated ever so closely; though 
churches should be established after 
the exact pattern of the Church of 
Christ, as shown forth in the New 
Testament, all except the true one 
would be wanting in one essential fea- 
ture. Likethe artificial flowers which 
are destitute of the elements of life 
and reproduction, so must these man- 
made religions be ever destitute of the 
authority to officiate in the name of 
Christ, and the power to impart know- 
ledge unto the believer. ey may 
frantically cry that Christ is their 
Savior, that they have received the 
Holy Ghost in their hearts; they may 
even perform miracles and thereby

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able to learn; but the prophet in his journal, in January, 1833, speaks of 
having had many glorious seasons of refreshing in this school, so we may infer 
that it was organized shortly after the commandment was given, in Decem- 
‘ber, 1832. Under date of December 1, 1834, Joseph writes in his journal, 
“ Our school for the Elders is now well attended, and with the lecture on 
theology, (see lectures on Faith, Doc. & Cov.,) which were regularly delivered, 
absorbed everything else of a temporal character.” This school for the Elders 
was continued through the winter of 1834 and 1835. At first some younger 
scholars attended, but being crowded for room it became necessary to dismiss 
the smaller ones. About one hundred of the brethren attended the school 
during the whole winter. Arithmetic, grammar, geography and penmanship 
were taught. Burdick’s arithmetic, Kirkham’s grammar, Olney's geography 
and Webster’s dictionary were their text books. The school was conducted 
under the immediate supervision of the Prophet Joseph. The following 
winter, that of 1836, Prof. Seixas was employed to teach Hebrew to the 
Elders, and the zeal with which they studied resulted in quite a number of 
them becoming well acquainted with that language. 

All will doubtless remember that a few years ago, 1870, the Rev. Doctor J. 
P. Newman, Chaplain of the United States Senate, went to. Utah to discuss 
the question, Does the Bible sanction Polygamy?’ Apostle Orson Pratt 
was appointed to meet him. It is well known that Doctor Newman based 
all his arguments against polygamy upon a warginal rendering of Leviticus, 
(chap. xviii: 18, presuming, doubtless, upon the ignorance of his opponent. 
What was his surprise, however, when Orson Pratt, in his rejoinders, pro- 
-_ ceeded to discuss the translation from the Hebrew, and proving beyond all 
controversy that the marginal rendering of Leviticus xviii: 18 was incorrect, 
thus shattering both premises and conclusions of the Reverend doctor. Orson 
Pratt was one who studied ot 1836, and also at subse- 
quent periods. | 

So far, then, it would appear that the “Mormon” priesthood, instead of 
education, hes encouraged it. Joseph gave to his brethren 
what he called “keys,” that is, maxims; and he gave as the first “key:” 
“ knowledge 1s the power of salvation.” Again he says: 

A man is saved no faster than he gets knowledge, for if he does not 
knowledge, he will be brought into captivity by some evil power in the o 
world, as evil spirits will have more knowledge, and consequently — 
power, than many men who are on the earth. 

As if fearful that the foregoing doctrine would not be a sufficient spur to 
prick the sides of their resolution to acquire knowledge, he plainly told his 
followers: It is impossible iro man to be saved in ignorance” (Doc, & Cov., 
sec. 131). And further, says 

Whatever ci of aer we attain unto in 
with us in the and if a person gains more this ifs, ili 
ce in this life through his ce and obedience than another, he will 
ve so much the advantage in the world to come (Doc. & Cov., sec. 130). 

Is this the language of a priesthood opposed to education? It is very 
true that the “Mormon” priesthood does not accept as true everything that 

is called science, or accept without question the modern theories of what con- 
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stitutes a proper education; but the unwarranted assumption that the Mor- 
mon” priesthood is opposed to education, is refuted by the incidents of his- 
tory we have cited, and the items of doctrine pertaining to the importance of 
a possession of knowledge we have quoted. 

Still the fact remains, that the proselytes to “Mormonism” are from the 
unlearned and poorer classes, while the learned, the wealthy, the so-called 
more respectable classes, deride our faith, and smile at the credulity which 
accepts the evidence upon which it is founded. This fact has led many to 


conclude that “ Mormonism” flourishes best where ignorance is the most pro- ; 


found; a conclusion most incorrect, because based upon false premises. It 
is generally supposed that those who are styled the educated classes reject 
“Mormonism” because their educated minds detect inconsistencies in it— 
than which there is nothing more remote from the truth. It is not because 
the evidences of the divinity of “ Mormonism” are so imperfect that they are 
not convincing to the educated mind; nor is it because the philosophy of 
“ Mormonism” is absurd, nor because its spiritual truths do not satisfy the 
longings of the heart. But this is the reason they reject it: “ Mormonism” 
requires men to believe and exercise faith in the living God, Creator of 
heaven and earth, and to manifest that faith by works of righteousness. It 
tells them of their sins, their covetousness, pride, intemperance, anger, malice, 
chicanery, lusts, whoredoms, and licentiousness, and commands them to re- 
pent of all their iniquities, not merely being sorry for their crimes, but ac- 
companying their sorrow with a reformation of life; that once having stolen, 
they steal no more, having been covetous, they suppress their inordinate 
desires, that wherein their pleasurous rioting and feasting has led them to 
sin, they forsake such pleasures, that they may escape the allurements thereof. 
Having, through obedience to the Gospel, received the Holy Ghost, they are 
required to walk in accordance with the promptings of that Spirit, and not 
any more after the lusts of the flesh; it requires them.to add to faith, virtue; 
to virtue, knowledge; to knowledge, temperance; to temperance, patience; to 
patience, godliness; to godliness, brotherly kindness; and to brotherly kind- 
ness, charity. In fact, it requires them to humble themselves, and live by 
every word of God; remaining true to God and His covenant with them 
through good report or through evil report; in poverty or wealth; in the 
enjoyment of freedom, or when chained in a dungeon; nobly fighting a good 
fight; running with patience the course before them; keeping the faith 
through all the frowning vicissitudes of life, until relieved by the angel of 
death. This is what “ Mormonism” requires of men this is the price of 
eternal bliss, exaltation and glory in the celestial kingdom of God—a price 
that the proud, wealthy, and so-called educated classes are seldom willing to 
pay for the precious gift of eternal life. They are “lovers of pleasure more 
than lovers of God;” they delight in forms of godliness rather than in the 
powers thereof; love to bé honored of men, and value too highly their good 
name and standing among their fellows to sacrifice them for the truths of the 
Gospel. Not willing to forego the pleasure of this present world for the 
truth’s sake, they must find some excuse for neglecting it, hence they seek to 
hide themselves behind the wisdom of man’s learning, pretend to be above 
investigating the evidences of the truthfulness of “Mormonism,” deride our

(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 

John T. Caine, Utah’s Delegate to Congress; EawSven placed on the House 
Committee on post-offices and pest roads. 

There was a very heavy snow storm in Utah on the 4th of — The 
snow fell to a great depth in Wyoming, east of Evanston, materially damaging 
the sheep interests of that section. 

A medical society has been organized in Salt Lake City, with the following 
officers: President, Dr. Hamiliton; vice-president, Dr. Bascomb; secretary, 
Dr. Hall; teeasurer and librarian, Dr. Standart. 

The wool growers of Utah, representing a capital of $8,000,000 through the 
Utah Chamber of Commerce, present a preamble and series of resolutions to 
the Senate and House of Representatives, protesting against any reduction in 
the tariff on wool, on the ground that any such reduction would seriously 
cripple, if not destroy, the wool industry of the Territory. 


The following is clipped from Salt Lake City sexton’s report for the year, 
ending Dec. 31, 1887: Total number of deaths in this city, during the year, 
what I believe to be a correct showing, were: Females, 262; males, 343; 
total, 605; being an increase, as compared with 1886, of 102. Ages—Under 
1 year, 124; 1 to 5 years, 157; 5 to 10 years, 28; 10 to 20 years, 32; over 20 
years and up to 96 years, 264. Still births, not included in foregoing, 35, 
would increase the mortality to 640; add to this number 56 brought from a 
distance for interment, making the total mortality and interments to be 696. 


A party of emigrante—twenty-six persons in all, men, women and children 
—from Arkansas, on their way to Washington Territory, were caught in a 
severe storm in Strawberry Valley, Utah. They had lost their way and with 
their horses given out would soon undoubtedly have perished. Providentially 
they were found by William Bethers and others, of Daniels’ Creek, Provo 
Valley, and were brought by them into Heber City in a very destitute condi- 
tion. The wagons of the company are still in Strawberry, and cannot be 
moved now until spring. The party are being kindly cared for by the good 
folks of Heber City. The storm out that way has been quite severe. 


Elder E. W. Peterson writing from Du Quoin, Illinois, under date of Dec. 
28, 1887, to the Vews, says: “On Dec. 6th, we were holding a meeting in the 
Christian Church, in Pleasant Valley, Union County, when we were disturbed 
byamob. They threw stones and bricks against the house and through the 
windows. The people became very much excited and rushed out, but returned 
again. I continued my discourse, when suddenly we were again visited with 
another shower of stones. This caused the breaking up of our meeting. 
After we left the house it was set on fire and burned to the ground. The 
burning of the house was done by the mob and it was supposed that they 
were headed by a minister of the same church, who had bitterly opposed us 
the night before. Efforts are being made to identify the party who were 
engaged in the crime.” 
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
